may obtain at once information that has cost me and 
others much time and trouble to become possessed of.

creditable state under arms, the following hints 
are worth attention. A very severe punish- 
ment for talking in the ranks will prevent such 
unsoldier-like conduct, and ensure attention. 
A severe punishment to any one who, without 
orders, moves the least after the halt, on any 
pretence whatever, as this will teach the men 
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to stand steady, and give a firm and solid 
appearance to the regiment, which is so desir- 
able ; also a severe punishment for opening 
out from the pivot. In wheeling, in quarter 
distance, or close column, insist on the men 
stepping boldly out, and keeping closed up to 
the leading file of the wheeling flank, and to 
depend entirely on the commanding oflicer to 
decide by giving the word " Halt " or u For- 
ward," when the rear companies have circled 
sufficiently ; and punish severely any one who 
hangs back, by stepping short, or comes to his 
front, before the commanding officer's word of 
command signifies the completeness of the 
wheel ; and also punish any man who, during 
the wheel, has not kept his distance in quarter 
distance column. When entering a column by 
the reverse flank, teach the officer to conduct 
his leading file by the nearest route to the spot 
where his reverse flank will halt, and from 
there file the men square into columns, that 
but little dressing up or back may be required 
after the halt. Take care that the flags for 
" passing in review," are no wider apart than 
will admit of the front of the strongest com- 
pany passing through them.
